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To  the  Members  op  the  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

In  1908,  265  deaths  were  registered  in  the  District. 
Forty-one  of  these  were  deaths  of  non-residents  which 
occurred  in  Public  Institutions  in  the  Town,  namely,  the 
Lady  Eden  Hospital  and  the  Workhouse.  The  nett  deaths  at 
all  ages  which  have  therefore  to  be  considered  in  calculating 
averages  number  224.  The  population  estimated  to  the 
middle  of  1908  is  13,136,  and  the  death  rate  per  1,000  per 
annum  is  17,  the  lowest  since  1902  and  considerably  below 
the  average. 

Fifty-five  children  died  under  the  age  of  one  year,  and 
these  deaths  have  been  carefully  analysed  in  Table  V 
appended  to  this  Report,  in  accordance  with  the  instructions 
of  the  Local  Government  Board.  The  most  frequent  cause 
of  death  was  Premature  Birth  (12),  and  I can  suggest  no 
reason  for  this  except  the  fact  that  the  mothers  belonged  to 
the  class  that  attends  to  household  duties  and  works  hard 
up  to  the  time  of  parturition.  Syphilis,  which  is  a frequent 
cause  of  abortion  and  premature  birth,  is  not  common  in  this 
town,  only  one  death  having  been  registered  as  due  to  it 
during  the  year. 


Next  in  frequency  are  the  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  (n), 
and  with  these  may  be  classed  3 deaths  from  Enteritis. 
Eight  occurred  frcm  Debility  and  Marasmas.  These  22 
deaths  belong  to  the  class  of  cases  that  are  due  to  improper 
feeding,  contamination  of  food  from  dirt,  and  insanitary 
conditions  in  the  house  and  adjoining  premises.  Seven 
deaths  were  attributed  to  Bronchitis  and  four  to  Convulsions.

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None  of  these  diseases  have  been  very  fatal  during  the 
year,  with  the  exception  of  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis.  Four- 
teen of  the  eighteen  cases  of  these  allied  diseases  were 
children  under  1 year  of  age.  I wish  to  draw  attention  to 
the  remarkable  fact  that  in  a town  of  over  13,000  inhabitants, 
containing  many  old  houses  and  a great  number  of  privy  ash- 
pits, only  one  death  from  Enteric  Fever  occurred.  The 
Zymotic  death-rate  is  2 02,  which  is  considerably  less  than  the 
rate  for  the  previous  year  and  below  the  County  rate  for  1908, 
but  above  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  during  1908. 

Whooping  Cough  was  very  prevalent  during  most  of  the 
year,  but  only  5 deaths  were  registered.  Measles  has  almost 
vanished  for  the  time,  only  one  death  taking  place,  as  against 
19  in  the  previous  twelve  mouths. 

Twenty-one  deaths  were  caused  by  Phthisis  and  other 
Tuberculous  diseases,  against  38  in  the  previous  year.  I 
think  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  the  crusade  against 
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Consumption  is  beginning  to  have  a favourable  effect. 
People  know  more  about  the  advantages  of  light  and  air, 
and  about  the  dangers  of  infection  from  the  spit  of  consump- 
tive patients.  I wish,  however,  I could  say  that  the  dangerous 
and  repulsive  habit  of  spitting  on  pavements  and  in  railway 
carriages  was  on  the  decrease.  The  footpaths  in  the  chief 
streets  in  Bishop  Auckland  are  always  in  a filthy  condition 
from  saliva.  At  certain  places,  such  as  Newgate  End,  where 
the  loafers  of  the  town  are  allowed  to  congiegate  and  obstruct 
the  traffic  from  morning  to  night,  the  saliva  often  stands  in 
pools,  and  the  pavement  is  never  even  tolerably  clean  except 
after  rain. 

Cancer  was  responsible  for  13  deaths ; fourteen  were  due  to 
Heart  Disease.  The  fatal  cases  of  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia 
were  22  and  6 respectively,  both  fewer  than  the  previous  year. 
Only  one  death  was  registered  as  due  to  Alcoholism,  which 
gives  the  community  a better  character  than  is  deserved. 
But  as  death  certificates  are  not  confidential  documents, 
medical  men  naturally  seek  for  a possible  alternative  in  some 
cognate  disease,  the  registration  of  which  will  not  hurt  the 
feelings  of  relatives. 

NOTIFICATION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  notifications  received  were  121,  a large  increase  on 
the  previous  year,  and  due  chiefly  to  the  number  of  mild 
Scarlet  Fever  cases,  of  which  65  were  notified.  No  deaths 
occurred.  I believe  many  cases  were  so  mild  they  were 
overlooked  entirely,  and  children  were  frequently  found  to 
be  peeling  when  no  previous  illness  had  been  noticed  by  the 
parents.  The  type  of  this  disease  appears  to  have  quite 
changed.  Twenty-five  }rears  ago  the  mortality  was  very 
heavy,  but  now  it  is  rare  for  it  to  end  fatally. 

Twenty-two  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  Croup  were  notified, 
and  there  were  five  deaths  ; two  being  registered  as  due  to 
Diphtheria  and  three  to  Croup.  There  were  sixteen  cases  of 
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Enteric,  with  only  one  death.  No  Small- Pox  and  no 
Puerperal  Fever.  Fourteen  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  notified. 
There  w’ere  no  deaths,  neither  were  there  any  last  year. 
There  has  been  no  instance  of  infection  from  Erysipelas 
since  the  Notification  Act  has  been  in  force  in  the  town, 
although  no  precautions  are  taken  to  prevent  its  spread. 
It  is  an  absurdity  that  it  should  sti.l  be  kept  on  the  list  of 
Notifiable  Diseases. 

In  all  cases  notified,  except  Erysipelas,  the  houses  have 
been  disinfected  where  necessary,  and  in  cases  of  Enteric, 
the  ashpits,  privies,  and  yards  in  addition. 

THE  INFECTIOUS  HOSPITAL. 

During  the  year  the  Hospital  has  been  thoroughly  over- 
hauled and  painted,  and  is  in  excellent  repair.  Twenty-seven 
patients  have  been  admitted,  suffering  from — Diphtheria,  5; 
Enteric,  6 ; Scarlet  Fever,  16.  The  nursing  has  been  very 
good,  and  I have  every  reason  to  express  my  satisfaction 
with  the  staff.  The  cost  per  head  per  day  of  patients  was 
1 t*id.  Fourteen  beds  are  available,  and  three  diseases  can 
be  treated  concurrently,  and  this  has  been  done  on  more 
than  one  occasion. 

• 

BIRTHS. 

The  Births  in  1908  numbered  434,  the  largest  number  in 
any  year  since  I have  had  a record.  The  rate  is  33,  which  is 
very  much  above  the  average  for  England  and  Wales,  26‘5- 
Of  this  number  55  died  before  reaching  the  age  of  one  year. 
The  cases  of  Mortality  have  been  previously  alluded  to  in 
this  Report.  In  1907  there  were  69  deaths.  A considerable 
improvement  is  shown  by  the  death-rate  per  1,000  births 
registered.  In  1907  it  was  172,  in  1908  it  has  fallen  to  126, 
which  is  very  little  above  the  average  for  England  and 
Wales,  and  less  than  the  average  for  the  76  great  towns. 
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WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Water  Supply  has  been  good  and  ample.  When 
neighbouring  districts  have  been  suffering  from  partial  water 
famines,  we  have  always  had  enough  and  to  spare.  The 
three  Filter  Beds  ensure  a continuous  supply  of  pure  drinking 
water,  and  as  long  as  they  are  kept  efficient  there  is  no 
probability  of  any  pollution  or  water-borne  disease.  The 
analyses  have  always  been  favourable.  Targe  quantities  have 
been  regularly  used  for  flushing  purposes. 

COW  SHEDS,  MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  Cow  Sheds  in  the  Urban  District  are  in  good  repair 
and  clean,  but  the  great  proportion  of  our  Milk  Supply  is 
obtained  from  dairies  outside  the  town.  1 think  the  quality 
of  the  milk  is  generally  good,  but  I have  received  complaints 
about  the  dirty  state  of  milk-carts,  cans,  and  milk-men  in  a 
few  instances.  I advise  that  the  Nuisance  Inspector  be 
directed  to  warn  those  who  offend  in  matters  of  cleanliness. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

These  have  been  kept  clean,  and  are  in  a good  sanitary 
condition. 


SCAVENGING,  ASHPITS,  Etc. 

The  emptying  and  cleaning  of  Ashpits  and  Privies  has 
been  regularly  done,  and  the  scavenging  of  the  Streets  has 
been  satisfactory.  In  some  of  the  Back  Streets  tenants  are 
in  the  habit  of  throwing  out  vegetable  and  other  refuse.  I 
have  drawn  attention  before  to  this  offensive  practice,  and  I 
strongly  recommend  a prosecution  in  flagrant  cases.  The 
offenders  are  easily  caught.  Anyone  who  has  to  walk  about 
Ur  Back  Streets  can  see  it  done  almost  daily.  I also  desire 
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once  again  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the 
offensive  and  dangerous  practice  of  firing  chimneys.  The 
Police  refuse  to  interfere  because  there  is  no  Bye-Taw 
or  Regulation  of  the  Council  against  the  custom.  I have 
received  numberless  complaints  about  the  nuisance,  from 
which  both  the  sick  and  the  healthy  suffer,  caused  by 
the  shouting  of  newspaper  boys.  While  writing  this  Report 
I have  the  greatest  difficulty  in  fixing  my  attention  on  it,  as 
three  or  lour  boys  have  been  yelling  “ Football  Edition  ” 
opposite  my  house  for  more  than  an  hour.  On  Saturday 
nights,  whatever  the  weather  or  temperature,  this  goes  on 
until  after  eleven  o’clock,  and  on  other  nights  it  is  almost 
as  persistent.  These  boys  are  mostly  ill-clad,  dirty,  miser- 
able looking  wretches,  whose  health  must  suffer  from  the 
constant  shouting  and  exposure.  The  Police  give  me  the 
same  reason  for  not  interfering,  as  in  the  case  of  firing 
chimneys That  the  Urban  Council  has  no  regulation 
prohibiting  the  shouting.  I believe  in  most  towns  it  is  not 
allowed. 


INSANITARY  PROPERTY. 

Thirty-  two  informal  letters  have  been  written  to  various 
owners  to  abate  nuisances,  which  have  been  effective  without 
further  proceedings.  Twenty-seven  formal  notices  have  been 
served  under  the  Public  Health  Acts,  and  twenty-five  nuis- 
ances have  been  abated  in  consequence.  Fifty  privies  and 
37  ashpits  have  been  removed.  Eleven  -water-closets  and 
32  ash-closets  have  been  substituted.  In  35  instances  defective 
yards  have  been  made  sanitary  by  substituting  concrete  for 
the  previous  paving. 

Under  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes’  Act,  1S90, 
one  dwelling-house  has  been  permanently  closed.  One 
hundred  new  houses  have  been  erected  during  the  year,  and 
76  of  them  have  been  occupied.  Over  ^2,000  has  been  spent 
in  Private  Street  Works  in  14  streets  during  the  year. 
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PRECAUTIONS  AGAINST  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Twenty-three  houses  have  been  disinfected.  Two  lots 
of  bedding  have  been  destroyed. 

DISPOSAL  OF  SEWAGE. 

This  question,  which  has  been  under  consideration  tor  a 
long  time,  is  approaching  a solution,  and  I believe  the  scheme 
which  will  be  carried  out  will  be  found  efficacious,  and  much 
less  costly  than  was  at  first  expected. 

INSPECTION  OF  FACTORIES,  WORKSHOPS, 
AND  WORKPLACES. 

Forty-five  of  these  have  been  inspected  during  the  year. 
With  the  exception  of  2 cases  of  overcrowding  and  one  of 
want  of  cleanliness,  they  have  all  been  found  in  a very 
satisfactory  condition.  In  the  three  instances  referred  to 
the  defects  were  remedied  at  once  on  attention  being  called 
to  them.  A detailed  statement  is  appended  to  this  Report.
